For  instance,  you  may  prefer  any  one 
of  a number  of  fashionable  colors  as  your  theme  color 
but  the  combining  of  colors  for  blends,  contrasts  and 
accentuations  with  your  theme  color  is  a matter  of  ad- 
hering to  the  laws  of  color  harmony  if  color  is  to  be 
pleasing.  Some  colors  blend,  ethers  do  not.

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MAKING  THE 


LIVEABLE 


In  decorating  and  furnishing  a living  room,  or,  in  fact, 
any  room,  exposures  must  be  considered.  Rooms  with 
north  exposures  lack  the  warming  effect  of  sunlight.  In 
order  to  compensate  for  this  lack,  the  warm  colors  of  the 
spectrum  are  used  such  as  buffs,  golds,  pinks,  yellows, 
tans  and  ivories  for  walls  and  ceilings — also  for  drapes, 
rugs,  lamp  shades  and  furnishings.  When  the  room  has 
a southern  exposure  and  an  abundance  of  sunlight, 
with  too  much  of  the  warm  effect,  this  can  be  reduced 
by  using  the  cool  colors — greens,  blues,  orchids. 

Rooms  lacking  sunlight  should  be  decorated  in  the 
lighter  tones — white,  ivories,  buffs — while  rooms  that 
get  plenty  of  sunlight  usually  cast  an  undesirable  glare 
unless  decorated  in  colors  of  less  light-reflecting  value, 
such  as  grays,  blues  and  light  greens. 

Color  properly  employed  can  make  small  rooms  ap- 
pear to  be  larger  and  large  rooms  less  expansive.  Small 
rooms  painted  in  a light  color  look  larger,  while  large 


rooms  appear  smaller  when  painted  in  the  darker  tones. 

In  planning  the  color  ensemble,  the  rug  or  floor  cover- 
ing is  the  base  of  color  in  the  room  and  should  be  con- 
sidered with  the  more  prominent  pieces  of  furniture, 
draperies,  etc.  Starting  with  the  rug — for  instance,  if  the 
rug  is  of  a deep  taupe  — your  furnishings  could  be 
brown,  gold  or  red  to  blend;  with  the  deep  reds  and 
browns  you  can  use  gold,  red,  rust,  etc.;  with  a rug  in 
deep  blue,  furnishings  will  blend  well  in  silver,  taupe, 
fawn;  with  a rug  in  deep  green,  colors  that  blend  well 
are  olive  green,  tan,  buff,  rust. 

The  beauty  of  a room  is  not  in  its  individual  colors  but 
in  the  pleasing  effect  produced  by  all  the  colors  blended 
in  combination  with  harmonious  dominant  spots  of  color 
here  and  there.  As  a rule  the  following  accenting  or 
spot  colors  may  be  used — when  the  theme  or  base  color 
is  taupe  use  blue  or  brown.  With  a red  or  brown  base 
color  use  green.  If  the  base  color  is  blue  use  orange 
and  with  a green  base  color  use  red,  purple  or  yellow.

relaxing  to  some  while  distracting  to 
others,  generally  speaking,  most  peo- 
ple are  affected  by  colors  with  much 
the  same  reactions.  Public  dining 
rooms  know  the  importance  of  the 
correct  use  of  color. 

If  the  room  has  plenty  of  sunlight  and  a cheerful  out- 
look the  lighter  shades  such  as  ivories,  grays,  buffs, 
light  greens  and  blues  may  be  used.  On  the  other  hand, 
if  the  room  does  not  have  sufficient  light  and  a cheerful 
outlook,  the  relaxation  in  the  room  can  be  greatly  im- 
proved by  finishing  the  walls  in  the  darker  hues  of  blues, 
greens,  maroons,  browns  and  buffs.  In  rooms  of  this 
character  heavy  draperies  can  be  used  successfully 


Everybody  likes  to  eat  and  most  families  prefer  to  eat 
at  home  . . . good  food,  of  course,  is  essential  and  the 
way  it  is  served  counts  a lot.  But  the  surroundings  in 
which  people  eat  have  a much  greater  influence  on  the 
pleasure  they  get  from  eating  than  they  really  realize. 
Some  colors  will  not  permit  some  people,  depending 
upon  their  temperament,  to  relax  and  relaxation  is  very 
necessary  to  the  enjoyment  of  food  and  good  digestion. 
Where  colors  aggravate  the  nervous  system  it  refuses 
to  relax.  Other  colors,  too  vivid,  detract  the  attention 
and  incite  nervousness.  Although  certain  colors  are 


combined  with  the  darker  hues  and  the  results  will  be 
to  greatly  offset  the  noise  disturbances  and  tend  to  make 
the  room  more  self-contained. 

The  style  of  the  furniture  must  be  considered  in  deco- 
rating the  dining  room.  Heavy,  massive  design  blends 
in  best  with  the  deeper  hues — maroon,  delft  blue, 
olive,  dark  gold  and  deep  yellow;  while  the  delicate 
spindle  type  designs  appear  best  with  the  backgrounds 
in  the  lighter  hues  and  delicate  pastel  shades  of  orchid, 
lavender,  soft  blue,  green,  pink,  gray,  buff  and  ivory.

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Women  just  naturally  love  color  and  colorful  things. 
Long  before  color  came  into  popular  vogue,  woman 
employed  color  in  her  room  . . . the  bedroom.  For  years, 
the  color  treatment  in  bedrooms  expressed  the  person- 
ality of  the  home-maker.  Some  prefer  their  bedrooms 
the  most  colorful  of  all  the  rooms  in  the  home. 

Women  will  not  be  denied  lovely  bedrooms.  The 
deep  tones  in  the  rug  work  upward  with  tones  diminish- 
ing in  value  on  the  woodwork,  side  walls  and  ceilings. 
Rooms  that  are  treated  in  contrast  are  usually  keyed 
to  the  drapes  and  the  rug.  Some  may  prefer  quiet  bed- 
rooms of  somber  tones.  Ivories  make  a very  restful 
decorative  scheme.  White  enameled  woodwork  and 
a white  or  light  ivory  ceiling  helps  to  create  the  restful, 
clean  looking  atmosphere  desired. 


In  smart  modern  homes  the  various  bedrooms  are 
often  identified  by  the  color  theme  used  in  decorating 
and  furnishing — the  blue  room,  the  pink  room  or  the 
room  in  orchid.  Decorating  bedrooms  in  various  color 
schemes  does  not  call  for  a lavish  outlay.  Bedroom  fur- 
niture is  easily  changed  to  the  color  desired  by  enamel- 
ing with  one  of  the  fashionable  Glosfast  Enamel  colors 
and  trimming  with  a contrasting  or  blending  Glosfast 
color.  Some  prefer  a semi-gloss  for  bedroom  furniture 
and  use  the  decorative  Satone  Semi-Gloss  colors. 

Clothes  closets,  too,  come  in  for  their  share  of  color- 
ful beauty.  Sometimes  a different  color  scheme  is  used 
in  the  clothes  closet  while  in  other  instances  the  same 
color  scheme  as  used  in  the  room  is  carried  out  in  the 
closet  . . . but  clothes  closets  are  always  painted  . . . the 
walls,  ceilings,  shelves  and  cabinets  . . . often  the  floors.

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BEDROOMS 


In  the  bedroom  the  furniture  and  furnishings  are  an 
important  influence  in  selecting  the  color  scheme. 

With  mahogany  or  walnut  furniture  or  trim,  neutral 
walls  prove  more  flattering — a colored  ceiling  a 
fresher,  new  note. 

Maple  suggests  ruffles  and  organdy — chintzes,  flow- 
ers on  the  walls  or  in  the  draperies.  Woodwork  and  all 
doors  are  enameled  to  harmonize  and  create  spacious- 
ness— with  contrasting  colors  for  the  walls  if  the  room 
be  generous  in  size. 

The  floors  may  be  varnished,  stained  or  painted.  If 
small  scatter  rugs  are  used  the  floors  are  often  stained 
or  painted  in  the  darker  colors. 


The  draperies  and  bedspreads,  to  be  smart,  must  not 
match  but  must  contrast  and  complement  one  another. 
Where  there  are  a number  of  bedrooms  in  the  home, 
contrasting  color  schemes  are  advisable  with  the  guest 
room  in  delicate  pastel  tints  with  white  woodwork.

If  your  home  were  to  catch  on  fire  you  would  look  upon  the  blaze  with  horror, 
knowing  that  thousands  of  dollars  in  damage  was  being  done  before  you  could 
do  anything  about  it.
